His supporters reported more 
than 100 members of the Legis- 
lature had joined in a call for a 
special legislative session aimed 
at removing a constitutional bar 
on a governor succeeding him- 
self. 

Talmadge, one of the South’s 
most outspoKen critics of the Su- 
preme Court decision, ends his 
term next January.

TESTS ON JET ENGINE} 


Residents of Airport Area 
Told of Necessity for Un- 
muffled Noise. 


A series of full-power tests 
of an F-3H Demon jet fighter 
plane will be made early this 
week by McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. at-its plant at Lambert-St. | 


j}Leuis Field. Some tests will | 


have to be done without the} 
use of noise mufflers, the Post- | 
Dispatch was told yesterday. 

The open-air tests are, . ex- | 
r-| pected to be either tomorrow or 
Tuesday if weather permits. | 
There will be a series of six 
optrational periods of about 45. 
minutes *each. 

Company engineers have| 
checked surrounding aréas, and 
the exhaust of the plane will be 
aimed toward the least populated 
district in order to minimize in- 
convenience to residents near 
the airport. Company represgen- 
tatives have visited homes in 
this area to explain the need for 
the tests. 

The open-air running periods 
will be part of an over-all test 
totaling about 50 hours. The 
remainder, about 45 hours, will 
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reduce the noise level sharply. 

General purpose of the tests 
is to determine the effect of 
full power operation on both the 
airframe and engine of the F-3H 
Demon. The engine installed in 
the plane is a Westinghouse J-40 
turbojet, with an afterburner for 
additional thrust for short pe- 
riods. 

Although the company did not 
say so, the present tests are ap- 
parently part of the investigation 
‘to determine the cause of mal- 
| functioning which has resulted 
jin the grounding of the F-3H 
Demon. In a nine-day period 
fast March two Demons crashed 
'and one made a forced landing. 
|The polits escaped in all cases.

In the words of Arthur S. 


Flemming, director of the Office of Defense Mobilization, ‘‘We are in better 
position today than ever before in time of peace, short of all- out mobilization.” 

A fact. that many people tend to overlook, Flemming told the Post 
Dispatch, is that ‘‘we are in the midst of mobilization now.’’ 


He said people seem to assume “that 
we would once again be with the 
same big production problems we had 
when the fighting started in Korea, but 
“now, as we were not.in 1950, we are 
mobilizing every day, and end items are 
coming along at a.rapid rate. We are 
infinitely better off, in production for de- 
fense, but that does not mean that we 
can be complacent, for we are still short 
of many goals.” 


Forrestal’s Beginnings. 


The underlying reasons for this favor- 
able position go back to 1947 when the 
late James V. Forrestal, then Secretary of 
the Navy and later the first Secretary of 
Defense, foresaw the need for a high-level 
Government agency to.plan intensely for 
industrial mobilization just. as military 
men plan for military, mobilization. 


At the.Navy, Forrestal had taken a pri- 
mary interest in relating military require- 
ments to the civilian ecOnomy and vice 
versa. When the armed services were 
unified under the National Security Act 
of 1947, he was instrumental in seeing that 
the act also created the National Security 
Resources Board. 


The NSRB, consisting of a chairman and 
all but two members of the Cabinet, never 
developed its full potential, as visualized 
by Forrestal, but it did chart some new 
ideas, drawing up plans that proved to be 
useful when the crisis exploded in Korea. 

Now, under President Eisenhower's Re- 
organization Plan No. 3 of last year, statu- 
tory functions of the NSRB have been 
taken over by a reconstituted Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, and something new in 
industrial mobilization is being tried here 


_ for the first time in the age of the hydro- 


gen bomb and new. concepts of warfare. 
Planning for the future, both Jong-range 
and short, is being done in the same 
agency that has charge of current non- 
military operations. 
the result of high-level streamlining, and 
saves some money, to say the least. 

Flemming is a mild-mannered, quiet and 
studious operator, not quite 49 years old, 
but an old Washington. hand with a rich 
variety of government experience, includ- 
ing nine years as a member of the Civil 
Service Commission. He is on indefinite 
leave from the presidency of Ohio Wes- 
leyan University. 

When the Korean emergency flared 
in 1950 the National Security Resources 
Board came up fast with some blueprints, 
but it was not regarded as an “operating” 
agency for administration of such things 
as economic stabilization and allocation of 
critical materials, 


‘On Staff of Original ODM. 


For operations, the original Office of 
Defense Mobilization was set up in a 
dither of haste under the direction of 
Charles E. Wilson of General Electric— 
“Electric Charlie,” that is, not be confused’ 
with “Motors Charlie” of General Motors, 
now Secretary of Defense. .It was in that 
organization that Fiemming first came into 
the mobilization picture as an assistant to 
Wilson, specializing in manpower prob- 
lems. 

Wilson, who packed a lot of appeal as 
a successful captain of industry, moved 
into the limelight and held it, with the 
blessing of - S. Truman. NSRB with 
all its planners ed into the wings and 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis, now a 
Democratic. Senator, gave up the chair- 
manship and moved on for a fast clean-up 
job, at Truman’s behest, in the scandal- 
ridden Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

A great deal of the work now being 
done under Flemming, with his broader 
powers, is a continuation of programs 
started under the NSRB and the old ODM, 
with one monumental difference—never 
until recent times have the planners and 
the operators had to take into major con- 
sideration the possibility of a severe at- 
tack on this country. All they had to do 
was establish a production base, with 
never a thought that large and vital parts 
of it might be wiped out in an instant. 

Much previous planning, therefore, has 
had to be junked or revised to meet what 
Sir Winston Churehill has called the 
“glare” of the hydrogen bomb upon the 
human race.” In this contemplation of 
disaster, there is official thinking, as never 
before, along the lines of dispersing de- 
fense plants, protective construction and 
a national ability to rise up from ruins 
and keep going under attack. 

As director of ODM, Flemming is a

This is ac- 
cording to plan, and it enabled Flemming 
to go to Congress with a budget for the 
coming fiscal year calling for employment 
of only 158 professional persons and 136 
clerical, a total of 294 compared with 384 
for the fiscal year about to end. 


‘No Water’ in Requests. 


For fiscal 1955, Flemming requested a 
total of $2,761,000, cut it down to $2,616,- 
000, and got through the House of Repre- 
sentatives with $2,134,000. Aids said he 
would not purposely put any “water” in 
the original request solely for the sake 
of allowing for some “Squeeze out” by a 
heavy-handed Appropriations Committee. 


‘In cautioning against complacency 
despite the nation’s relatively strong. 
position, Flemming noted that of 75 
critical materials chosen for stockpiling, 
18 are still in short supply and said his 
organization is driving hard te fill out 
the minimum objectives ass as bos- 
sible, since “we don’t know much 
time we have on our side.”

Boy © 
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One Citizen’s Views 

On the page opposite appears the text of a 
notable address on the gubject of United States 
foreign policy. Three things combine to make 
this address well worth the attention of the 
readers of the Post-Dispatch: the ideas ex- 
pressed, the source of the ideas and the occa- 
sion on which they were presented. 

The speaker was John Cowles, member of a 
well-known publishing family, who himself is 
president of the journalistically important Min- 
neapolis Star and Tribune. The occasion was the 
recent meeting in Rochester, N.Y., of the Asso- 
ciated Harvard Clubs at which Mr. Cowles ap- 
peared as the president of the Harvard Alumni 
Association. 

Obviously neither the speaker nor his listen- 
ers were radicals of any sort, yet Mr. Cowles 
advances the generally unpopular idea that the 
people of the United States ought to consider 
both the recognition of Communist China by 
this country and the admission of the Chinese 
Red Government to the U.N. He made it plain 
that while he would not advocate either “with- 
out a substantial and proved quid pro quo,” he 
thought it “completely unrealistic for American 
Senators to proclaim that never, never on any 
terms will we recognize Red China or permit 
her entrance into the U.N.” 

Mr. Cowles supports recognition on the 
ground that it is only recognition of a fact that 
is involved, not in any sense moral approval. 
He asks whether admission of the Peiping re- 
gime to the U.N. and universal membership 
would not tend to make the U.N. “more effective 
both as a forum for airing world problems and 
as a medium where diplomats could privately 
come to understandings?” 

The Minneapolis Eisenhower supporter sets a 
number’ of possible conditions, such as with- 
drawal of Red Chinese forces from North Korea, 
and it may well be that these would preclude 
any chance of working out an agreement. What 
is notable however is the fact that a serious stu- 
dent of our foreign problems says we should 
get ready to negotiate and to bargain where we 
have had closed minds. 

Similarly Mr. Cowles puts’ a high appraisal 
on Nehru and his role in international affairs. 
He says the head of the Indian Government, for 
all his exasperations and irritations to the 
United States, should be our main reliance in 
the establishment of an Asian alliance of free 
nations to stem the further spread of Commu- 
nism. Mr. Cowles does not hesitaté to credit 
Nehru with “enormous prestige” that can be 
employed to the advantage of the West. 

It is not necessary to accept all of Mr. 
Cowles’s ideas or for that matter any of them 
to find his Harvard address worth reading. In 
the latter part he goes dangerously far. in a 
seeming willingness to involve the United States 
in a jungle war to save Indochina from Commu- 
nist control. At times he comes close to advo- 
cating that the threat of all-out atomic warfare 
be used as an instrument of diplomacy in 
negotiations for disarmament. 

But what is significant is that he would do a 
great deal in advance of such ar impasse. He 
would try to frame a Southeast Asia pact which 
India and Indonesia could join, instead of one 
which they openly reject. He would seek allies 
and tolerate neutrality, instead of cracking a 
unilateral whip. He would try diplomatic moyes 
heretofore as good as prohibited. He would do 
so in a long and patient effort to work out an 
understanding with the Communists so both we 
and they can live in the same world. 

The address on the opposite page is not a 
blueprint but it is at least a preliminary sketch, 
whatever its rough spots. We reprint it as one 
serious citizen's serious attempt to be construc- 
tive at a time when constructive effort in for- 
eign affairs is our gravest need. 
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First Step for County Police 


James W. Connor, operating director of the 
St. Louis Crime Commission, says control of 
crime in St, Louis county is behind the times, 
and of course he is right. But what will it take 
to substitute a modern police force for the 
obsolete sheriff system? 

Any day now the Citizens Commission on Law 
Enforcement ought to be heard from. -This is 
the group that came into being after the blow- 
off at Sheriff Mosley’s brawl and barbecue last 
July. It has already made a reasoned case for 
replacing the sheriff's office with a new county 
police forag, but its work is not quite at an end. 

The commission’s final task is the preparation 
of a proposed charter amendment for introduc- 
tion in the County Council and submission to 
the voters in November. Once the commission 
completes its draft and the amendment has been 
offered in the Council the legal machinery will 
begin to turn. It ought not to stop until the 
people have had an opportunity to create that 
to which they are so clearly entitled—a modern 
police system.

While we were opposed to the recess in the 
McCarthy-vs.-the-Army investigation, the delay 
may as well be put to some profitable use by 
getting better acquainted with Joseph N. Welch 
of the Boston bar, now already happily known 
as chief counsel for the Army’s principals in 
the battle.

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A Major Test for Science 

After a 10-day recess for a review of its rec- 
ord, the special security board headed by Gor- 
don Gray has resumed meetings on the case of 
Robert Oppenheimer. Its members must be 
thinking by now that much more is at stake 
than the security status of the atomic scientist 
who directed the successful development of thé 
first atomic bombs. This case has, in fact, be- 
come a major test of the relations between Gov- 
ernment and the scientific community. 

If any further evidence on that point were 
needed it has been supplied by the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, which has just published 
a special section devoted to discussion of the 
Oppenheimer case. 

That nearly 40 of Dr. Oppenheimer’s scientific 
contemporaries should thus express faith in his 
integrity and loyalty is not perhaps the most 
significant aspect of this publication. The im- 
pressive thing is that the scientific community 
is making the Oppenheimer case its own; that 
it is describing his suspension from security 
clearance as “a breach ®f faith”; that such dis- 
tinguished men as Albert Einstein and Harold 
Urey are attacking the initiation of the case— 
irrespective of its outcome—as a manifestation 
of malevolence and hysteria, _\ 

In these circumstances, it may not. be enough 
merely ta rule on Dr. Oppenheimer’s case. If he 
were cleared, for example, then the scientific 
community and the public would have a right 
to demand some assurance from the Administra- 
tion that similar cases are not going to occur in 
the future—that the security system will oper- 
ate by such high standards that damaging in- 
dictments capnot lightly be brought against men 
of probity whose only affense is dissent. 

As we have said, this case is a test not only of 
Dr. Oppenheimer but of the security system 
which has brought his loyalty into question in 
the public mind. 

A verdict in his favor would be a verdict 
against the system and the judgment of the 
officials who invoked it in this case. 
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If More Voters Are Wanted 


A straight party vote in the Senate defeated 
President Eisenhower’s proposed constitutional 
amendment giving the franchise to 18-year-olds, 
but the issue ought not to be regarded as pri- 
marily a partisan one. 

Neither the state’s rights arguments of the 
Democrats who opposed the plan, nor the argu- 
ments of the Republicans who supported it, went 
to the heart of the question. It is often said that

A Senate.Commerce subcommittee has lis- 
tened for three days to the troubles of tele- 
vision. And the industry’s problem seems as 
complicated as the insides of a TV receiver. 

Two years ago the Federal Communications 


Commission opened up 70 ultra-high frequency 


(UHF) bands for new stations, in addition to the 
12 original very-high frequency (VHF) bands. 
The object was to supply the growing demand 
for TV and to prevent any monopolistic trends. 

Now spokesmen for the UHF stations say the 
policy has not worked out as intended. Some 
60 UHF stations have gone off the air. They 
say the public was not always eager to pay to 
convert its VHF receiving sets to get the new 


- UHF programs. Partly because of that, the 


networks and advertisers concentrated their 
programs and dollars on the ene VHF asi 
tions, leaving UHF in the cold. 

That is the general complaint. Many sugges- 
tions were offered to overcome it. One is to 
put all stations in the UHF band, which would 
compel expensive changes in most of the pres- 
ent transmitting and receiving equipment. An- 
other is to require equipping all new TV sets 


to receive UHF, and that would extend Govern- 
ment authority over manufacturers.

daily lives. 

This process will place a special bur- 
den upon professional educators in the 
years ahead. In many cases they will

ASHION designer Chris- 
Fru Dior, who sprang to 

prominence with The New 
Look of 1947, gives his impres- 
sions of life behind the velvet 
curtain in this lightly sketched 
autobiography. Az a personal 
story, it is inclined to be ram- 
bling, superficial, and overly 
addicted to exclamation 
points. When he discusses the 
actual mechanics of his indus- 
try, however, he conveys a 
“ very real feeling of the ten- 


sions, the excitement, and the .

fascination of the fashion 
world. 

Dior, apparently a man of 
means who gave little thought 
to a livelihood until he sud- 
denly found himself embar- 
rassingly without funds, had 
his beginnings as a dabbler in 
the arty set of Paris, first an 
illustrator, then a designer in 
the salons of others, among 
them Piguet and Lelong. He 
reminds his reader that, “A 
fashion house is not only a 
world of fantasy but above all 
“it is a business, , . . Behind 
all the froth are figures that 
talk.” From the first sketches 
of ideas, which he does in 
quiet seclusion, to the canvas 
models, up to and including 
the hectic, feverish atmos- 
phere of an opening showing, 
there are endless hours of 
labor, tears, insults, anguish, 
enthusiasm. 

Says Dior philosophically, 
“It is impossible to get so 
many talents together without 
hurt feelings.” In spite of its 
madness, he clearly loves his 
work, and thinks of his profes- 
sion as “a battle against the 
mediocre. and demoralizing 
elements of the time,” of an 
opportunity to “create in spite 
of everything.”

something of a stinker; he 
also thinks that. compulsions 
toward guilt should be ex- 
piated and that to justify pen- 
ance one must actually be 
guilty of something. 

With this sort of mind 
Augie should have rejoiced in 
the paradox that develops 
when the adoption agency 
offers him what he suspects 
is his own child. But no. By 
that time he has been forced 
into a yearning for bourgeois 
regularity. 


It is not necessary to reveal 
the denouement of this farci- 
cal mishap. What matters is 
the kind of explanations that 
he and the other characters 
make to themselves for their 
aberrations. ‘Have I told you 
about my aberration?” asks the 
author at one point. He has 
indeed; and he continues to 
do so right up to page 246. 
The narrator—who if you will 
remember is the editor of a 
smart magazine—disports him- 
self on several different men- 
tal levels. He pretends that 
he is not married to his wife 
and propositiors her. “Let's 
go up to my place,” he s 
with a leer. He also has a 
lease on a kind of Castle in 
Spain known as Moot Point 
where he plays out imaginary 
scenes of seduction in a whim- 
sical high-comedy style.

Point routine with a girl 
who takes it at face value. 
Faced with embarrassing con- 
sequences in the form of a ro- 
mantic situation he doesn't 
want he beats a humiliating 
From then on he 
visits Moot Point less fre- 
quently and in the end this 
house of dreams fades out 
completely. 

“Tunnel 6f Love” doesn't 
need a point. It is so divert- 
ing, situation by situation, that 
it can be read as a mere 
adroit verbalization of vagrant 
images and still be thoroughly 
enjoyed. I like to think of it, 
however, as a satirical picture 
of life in a colony of self- 
conscious intellectuals. As Mr. 
De Vries seems to know, sim- 
ple reasons for behaving as 
other human beings do not 
satisfy the fanciful and flex- 
ible minds of such people. 
Something recherche is needed 
before a man can love his 
children or enjoy a ham on 
rye. And in fabricating the 
fancy rationale for doing what 
they must or what they like, 
they often stray into fancy 
behavior. 

“Tunnel of Love” makes it 
more than ever apparent that 
Mr. De Vries has a rare talent 
for exposing the foibles of 
humanity without seeming to 
hate them.

SYNGMAN RHEE, by Robert T 
Oliver. (Dodd, Mead, 
pgs, $6.)

URELY the:President of 
the Republic of (South) 
Korea is, among other 
things, one of the most per- 
sistent lobbyists of all time. 
For some 60 years he has 
to achieve a free 

unified Korea, a goal half 
achieved, A significant part of 
his life was spent in the 
United States buttonholing 
anyone he thought could assist 
him and often, ifthe implica- 
tions in this book are to be 
credited, making a. general 
nuisance of himself. Had the 
fortunes of war not rescued 
him when he was in his sev- 
enties, he would have passed 
into history a complete failure. 


The life of such a man 
should be worth a detailed 
objective analysis, a report 
that would get inside of him, 
assess his popularity among 
his own people (never quite 
clear) and put him in per- 
spective in Asia (where he has 
no standing except on For- 
mosa). This book does not ful- 
fill this function. The author 
is an associate and adviser to 
Rhee and is frankly pleading 
a cause. He says: 

“Syngman Rhee is a great 
man. He combines the shrewd- 
ness of the organizer, the 
strength éf the leader and the 
vision of the prophet... a 
catalyst of democracy in Asia.” 

Oliver says his book is based 
almost entirely on original 
sources — Rhee’s personal pa- 
pers and correspondence and 
conversations with Rhee, whom 
he has known 10 years. There 
is a rather full account of 
events during and after World 
War II but many gaps in the 
story of the earlier days. It 
was in the earlier days that 
Rhee abandoned Buddhism 
and embraced Christianity. He 
joined the Presbyterian and 
later the Méthodist church, 
but Oliver says that in recent 
years he has worshiped alone.

HEE’S birthday is given 

by Oliver as March 26, 

1875. Oliver calls atten- 
tion to frequent reports that 
Rhee is older than 79. He 
notes Drew Pearson wrote ir 
1945 that Rhee was at le 
80. It is commonly held among 
foreigners in Seoul that Rhee 
is four or five years older 
than his official age. He first 
came to the United States in 
1904 and studied at George 
Washington, Harvard and 
Princeton universities, obtain- 
ing his Ph.D, from the latter 
in 1910, the year in which 
Japan assumed full control 
over Korea. 

During his student days and 
later he beat the bushes in 
America fot support of a free 
Korea. He organized meetings, 
wrote articles, pulled wires 
gave speeches and inter- 


State Department officials who 
might help him. He returned 
briefly to Korea as a Y.M.C.A. 
evangelist in 1910 and spent 
most of his time from 1913 
to 1939 in Hawaii, when he

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Obympic Sprint Champion Andy Stanfield Enters A.A.U. Meet Here 


On List

First Olympic champion to file | 
an entry for the National A.A.U. | 
track and field meet here June 
18 and 19 was Andy Stanfield, | 
26-year-old New Yorker who tied 
the 200-meter Olympic record of 
20.7 seconds in winning a gold 
medal] at Helsinki in 1952. | 

Stanfield’s name is in the rec- | 
ord book for Americai accom- 
plishments, too. He is one of 
several sprinters who have been 
timed in 6.1 seconds for the 60- 
yard dash and his time of 20.6 
seconds for the 200 meters, 
around one curve, set at Los An- 
geles in June, 1952, has not been 
equaled. 

After the last Olympics, ob- 
servers in Finland called the 
New Yerk Negro “the greatest 
200-meter curve runner of all 
time.” It seems others, like Mel 
Patton, four and five years ago, | 
and Roland Locke, back in the) 
twenties, were good on straight- 
aways or around what the record 
book calls a “slight curve,” but 
Stanfield excels around a major 
curve. His United States record 
for 220 yards around a curve 1S 
20.6 seconds, and his American 
record for 200 meters the same. 
Two hundred meters measure 
218 yards 2.2 feet.

HANOI, May '22-—We jumped 
into Dien Bien Phu by para- 
chute April 9, almost a full 
month before the end.

Alongside the Legion’s First 
Battalion we defended the 
strong point of Huguette which 
shieldéd the western side of the 
air strip and Gen. Christian de 
Castries’s command post.

On a May Evening 


By Leonard Hall 


N THESE days of artificial lakes and ponds where the 
| sisning season is open year-round, there is no real 

reason for the enthusiastic angler ever to lay away his 
tackle. And this has many advantages, not even counting 
the additional days in the 
open which are now pos- 
sible. When tackle is in 
use from January to De- 
cember, there’s little 
chance for the oil in the 
reel to get gummy or. a 
line that was put away wet 
to dry rot and break, just 
when you're tied into a 
good fish. The fly rod 
which is in constant ac- 
tion may develop a crook 
in its back from hard use, 
but it won't be stored 
away for months in a 
steam-heated room where 
the ferrules become loose. 


Winter fishing, however, 
is not our dish—unless it 
can be done in the sunny 
— south. In fact, I expect 
ome reason our joints are stiff and practically refuse to 
unfold on frosty mornings is because, in our youth, we 
spent too many March and April days wading the icy 
waters of Ozark trout streams. This being the case, there 
comes an evening along in early May when it is necessary 
to get out the fly rods, check the ferrules and wrappings 
and otherwise make sure they're ready for the summer’s 
work. Once they are in order, we lay out the tackle box 
and creel to see what is needed in the way of fresh 
equipment. Lines are stripped from the reels to make 
certain the enamel coating is still smooth so it will run 
easily through the guides. Flies, spinners, leaders, pork 
rind and split shot all come in for their share of attention. 

x «xk * 

Once everything is ready, you needn’t be sur- 
prised to see me sneaking off to the creek some 
evening along about 5 o’clock, to see if the pan 
fish are striking. If they are, a half-dozen of the 
largest will find their way into the creel where a 
bed of watercress awaits them, while their lesser 
cousins are returned to the stream to grow for 
another season. But even though the fish aren’t 
striking, it is a wonderful time of year and a 


wonderful time of day to be wading a small Ozark 
stream,

‘@ THE GEAR for this sort of fishing is a light fly rod 
with level line and a 3-pound test nylon leader some six 
feet long. It may take a few dozen casts to hit upon exactly 
the right lure, but you'll be safe enough if you start out 
with a small black Gnat or McGinty behind. a No. 1 
spinner and with about an inch of split pork rind dangling 
from the hook. If this doesn’t attract your quarry, you 
ean try everything else in the book; although I’ve known 
good fly fishermen who claim that if this combination 
doesn’t catch fish, you'd just as well go home. But who 
ever heard of going home because the fish weren’t striking; 
or of going fly fishing for pan fish on a May evening 
just to catch a certain number of pounds of fish? That 
‘isn’t the idea, at all. You're a lot more likely to clip the 
barb from the hook for the purpose of increasing the 
sporting chance—and also because this makes it easier to 
release the small ones and any bass which may be hungry 
“enough to take the tiny lure. 
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We find that despite the predictions of some 
experts, fishing in the little creeks has been badly 
hurt by two years of drouth and low water. It is 
probably true, as claimed, that the hatching seasons 
were good because there were no flash floods to 
wash out the nesting beds or carry away the young 
fry. On the other hand, many creeks with gravel 

._ beds dried up to the point where only the pools 
remained. Thus thousands of small fish were lost 
in the shallows, while the concentrations of fish in 
the few remaining deep spots were easy prey for 
fishermen and all the small predators that must 
make their living along the streams. Moreover, 
these creeks are still low after havirg filled up in 
the few spring rains; and unless there is a lot of 
precipitation in the next few weeks, we may see 
conditions even worse than during the past two 
summers, 
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THERE ARE, on the other hand, compensations for the 
“430w water levels and lack of floods. Increased vegetative 
growth within the stream itself helps furnish food for the 
minnows and fry, as well as for smaller organisms on which 
‘they feed. And along the gravelly banks a protective cover 
-‘@f willow and sycamoré is ‘starting which, given another 
’ geason, will help. slow down the rush of future rises when 
they come. 


_ There is always lots-to see along our creek on a May 
evening. Doves take off from the banks where they have

"come to pick up ‘the gravel which helps grind their food. 
"Young fox squirrels caught playing along the high banks 
go scurrying to the safety of their den trees. In Ghe deep 
pool I glimpse the sleek form of a muskrat just as it 
disappears into a tangle of roots, 

Out over the valley, nighthawks wheel in their evening 

-hunt for insects. A blue grosbeak, rare jx our valley, 
warbles from a fencepost beside the meadqw; and a tiny 
blue-gray gnatcatcher scolds from a brancl{ so close over- 
head that I can almost touch it. Indigo buntjjgs flash in 
the late sunlight and a catbird sings front the thicket. 


All of these I see with one eye as I gauge the distance 

into each pocket and swirl of the stream where the green 
perch may be lurking—and at the same time make sure 
that my back-cast doesn't become entangled in a tree-top. 
Dusk falls in the valley and I count a half-dozen fish in 
the creel—enough for breakfast. And when I climb the 
steep path to the top of the bluff and head for home, 
I'm surprised to find that up on the high ground the 
sun is still shining. — . 


Not Even the Shadow of a Commercial Darkens Screens of Viewers in Eight-Month Trial

LOS ANGELES, May 22. 

HE curtain has just rolled 
T down on the first act of an 

experiment that may some 
day change your television life— 
particularly if you're the kind of 
viewer who reacts violently to 
middle commercials. 

Locale of the experiment was 
plush Palm Springs about 100 
miles from Los Mngeles. For 
nearly eight months;—~until t 
“season” closed  earlie is 
month, 170 Palm Springs fam- 
ilies enjoyed a “theater box of- 
fice” in their homes. Dropping 
the required admission into a 
coin box atop their television 
sets, they saw such modern 
movies as “Forever Female,” 
“Shane,” “The Moon Is Blue,” 
and “Red Garters,” and such 
sporting events—not available 
locally on regular TV channels 
—as the East-West professional 
football playoff in Los Angeles 
and the Notre Dame vs. U.C. 
L.A. game. 

All this, of course, was viewed 
without the hoarsest whisper of 
a commercial — even a tail-end 
one, 

They call it Telemeter, but it’s 
also being called “coin-box TV,” 
“pay-as-you-see TV,” and similar 
names. Its sponsors grant that 
there are quirks to be ironed 
out in its operation, and that 
programming can be improved. 
But looking back at the world’s 
first trial run of Telemeter they 
are optimistic in their predic- 
tions for the future—a veritable 
Golden Age of first-run movie 
entertainment, top sporting 
events and even college courses, 
all financed by the viewers 
themselves. 
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HIS optimism is shared by 

many of the Palm Springs 

subscribers who paid the In- 
ternational Telemeter Corp. 
about $21 to convert their TV 
sets to Telemeter and agreed to 
see paid movies to the tune of at 
least $3 a month. Not all of 
them, however, were as enthu- 
siastic as John Yocum, a retired 
official of an overalls company 
who lives with his wife in a 
trailer on the outskirts of Palm 
Springs. 

Before Yocum could get Tele- 
meter he had to get television. 
Palm Springs did not have tele- 
vision until last year, because 
TV signals from Mount Wilson, 
90 airline miles away, passed 
high over the resort town. The 
transmitters for the Los. Ange- 
Jes TV stations are located on 
Mount Wilson. 

The Telemetér people built 
a master aerial on a peak of 
the San Jacinto mountains near 
Palm Springs, which picked up 
the signals from Mount Wilson, 
and took them 10 miles down 
the mountain on a coaxial ca- 
ble to the central telemeter 
studio in- the heart of the town. 
From there the signals are re- 
layed to Palm Springs homes by 
cables attached to local power 
and telephone poles. 

“All this being costly, televi- 
sion subscribers were charged 
$150 for installation and $5 a 
month for service, and the Tele- 
meter company had to sign up 
a minimum number of applica- 
tions in various areas before it 
could extend the new service 
there. Yocum not only wanted 
the four television channels be- 
ing brought in from Los An- 
geles, but yearned also - for 
Channel 6—the telemeter chan- 
nel, which actually is a wave 
length between Channels 6 
and 7. 

Yocum was ready and willing 
to pay all the requisite costs, 
but was told at least 20 sub- 
scribers would have to sign up 
from his trailer camp before 
the wires could be brought 
there. Undaunted, he undertook 
to sign up the other 19 him- 
self, but fell four short of his 
goal. Whereupon he gave Tele- 
meter a check for all 20 any- 
way, and before long the in- 
Stallation was complete.

Should the subscriber put his 
admission in long’ before the 
scheduled start of the movie, say 
6 p.m., he must keep his set 
turned to Channel 6 or the cir- 
cuit will be broken and the price 
indicator will try to get another 
admission out of him. This hap- 
pened frequently at first, with 
the Telemeter company cheer- 
fully refunding the overpay- 
ment each month, when the coin 
collector — also Waltz — came 
around to collect the coin. To 
avoid any arguments or misun- 
derstandings, the demon coin 
box also contains an electronic 
tape recorder which records the 
admission paid fot each movie 
and the name of the movie.

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Widely-Known St. Louis Saddlery 
of Pre-Automobile Days Has Kept 
Up With Changing Times, Now Even 
Makes Trappings for Zoo Animals 


By Dickson Terry 


VERY)\ MONTH or so an elderly woman would walk into 
Sickles\ Inc., the 


diery at Chestnut and Twenty-first street 
of the best-dressed horses in the country, 
e shop just sniffing. After a complete turn 


of the place and a dozen or so deep sniffs she would walk out 


again. 


* Wayne Watkins, the manager, and the rest of staff were 


naturally curious, but they contained themselves. 


However, after 


it had been going on for a year or more, Watkins confronted her. 
He didn’t want to be too blunt about it, so he merely cocked an 
inquisitive eye and asked if the shop could be of service. 


“Oh, no,” the woman said. 


“It’s just that I love the smell of 


saddles and harness, and there aren't many places where you can 


smell it any more.” 
True. 


Those of another generation can recall the time, of 


course, when a person who like the smell of harness leather would 
have no more trouble than a person who loved the smell of beer 


and free lunch. 


At one time, according to some authorities. 


St. Louis led the world in saddlery. Around the turn of the 
century there were no fewer than 12 large wholesale saddle and 
harness companies here. Retail shops were as numerous as corner 


saloons. 


In the '90s there were some 2000 men employed in the 
saddlery and harness making trade here, but they, like the horse 


and buggy itself, have all but disappeared, Today there are “_ 


a handful of old-timers left, and 
if a shop needed a new harness 
maker, it wouldn't know where 
to turn, 

One of the companies which 
dominated the trade here in the 
days before the gasoline buggy 
was the J. B. Sickles Saddlery 
Co., which was started in 1834. 
It is the only one to survive the 
automobile and as Sickles, Inc., 
it is celebrating its 120th anni- 
versary this year. 

Sickles survived mainly be- 
it adapated itself to 
changing times. It not only 
adapted itself to the new status 
of the horse, it adapted itself to 
virtually any demand made upon 
it, up to and including making 
harness for elephants. 

When George P. Vierheller, 
director of the St. Louis Zoo, 
went to Sickles to see about 
harness for elephants and kanga- 
roos, Watkins, tall, graying and 
distinguished looking, took it in 
stride like the thoroughbred 
harness man he is. ; 

“When I went out to measure 
the elephants,” he said, “it 
scared the hell out of me. One 
called Mamie in particular. When 
the trainer told her to put her 
head down, she put it too low. 
When he told her to put it up, 
she put it too high. Finally the 
trainer had her put a front foot 
out, and he told me to stand on 
her foot and grab hold of her 
ear. 
“TI felt some natural hesitation, 
but I did, and it worked out fine. 
I measured Mamie and the rest 
of the elephants, and the har- 
ness fit like a glove. But the 
elephants weren’t any trouble at 
all compared to the kangaroos. 
Did you ever try to measure a 
kangaroo? They'll lift you right 
off the ground.”

OWEVER, ~__—iSickles, __iInc., 
H came through with not only 

the elephant and kangaroo 
harness, but harness for some 
goats and for the ponies which 
appear in the monkey show at 
the Zoo. They were pleased 
when Vierheller said it was an 
excellent job, but their pleasure 
was not unalloyed. Sickles, Inc., 
really feels more at home with 
horses. 

The company has been cater- 
ing to them since Andrew Jack- 
son was President. Records show 
they missed by a few years 
being the first saddlery in town. 
John Chandler and Co., saddle, 
bridle and harness makers, ad- 
vertised their store on Main 
street on Feb. 1, 1812, and John 
Jacoby, saddler, advertised on 
Dec. 4, 1816, that he had moved 
his business from Lexington, 
Ky., to “a shop on Front street 
near Gov. Clark's and opposite 
Hunt’s Store.” 

In 1834, J. B. Sickles opened 


. his shop at 509 North Main and 


inserted the following ad in the 
St. Louis Republic: “Having.

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The firm had a “magnificent 
showroom” on the first floor, 
where Heitmeier started learn- 
ing the business.

An old catalogue, 
leather-bound and _ containing 
768 pages with many items to a 
page, lists some of the old 
names used for various hitches. 
Names such as “single express,”

Tack rooms for wealthy horse- 
men have become another major 
item. At present they are fix- 
ing up a tackroom for an Illinois 
sportsman which will have $600 
worth of gray velour drapes 
trimmed with yellow. Special 
boxes painted gray and yellow. 
will contain feed baskets and 
buckets, which are also gray 
with the owner’s monogram in 
yellow. All the blankets for the 
horses will carry out the same 
color scheme. There is even a 
long box, made by a cabinet 
maker, to hold the various 
whips. Total cost of the room 
will be around $6000. 

Two harness makers at Sickles 
make bridles and other such 
pieces for show and saddle 
horses, and make repairs on 
harness for old customers. One 
of their biggest jobs recently 
was working over some of the 
harness for Anheuser-Busch’s 
big Clydesdales. They had to 
send to England to get patent 
leather heavy enough to meet 
requirements. 

The harness makers, Harry 
McClanahan and Lee Kutz, are 
both in their sixties. And that’s 
about as young as you'll find any 
harness maker today. Like many 
other lines, such as hand tailor- 
ing, which require _ several 
years apprenticeship, harness 
making is finding no recruits 
among young men. This despite 
the fact that they are in such 
demand that a man can make a 
good salary nowadays and never 
want for work. 

McClanahan, who learned his 
trade from his father in a little 
town in north Missouri, has 
been in the business 50 years. 
The name of Kutz has been 
known in the saddlery business 
around St. Louis for more than 
60 years. Lee's father was a 
harness maker and he is one of 
six brothers who were al] har- 
ness malore.

School Awards 
In 37 States 
Break Records 


NEW YORK — Contract 
awards for future school con- 
struction in the 37 eastern 
states set new records far above 
last year’s levels during April 
as well as during the first four 
months of this year, F. W. Dodge 
Corporation, construction news 
and marketing specialists, re- 


Contract awards reported in 
April for school and college 
buildings (including additions 
and major alterations) totaled 
$156,554,000, setting a new 
record for any April in Dodge’s 
63-year history. This total was 
17 per cent above the previous 
April record set last year. 

Dodge economist George Cline 
Smith predicted that this boom 
in school construction, already 
of long standing, would con- 
tinue as states and communities 
try to keep pace with increasing 
child population. 

Increases In Importance. 


“School construction,” Smith 
said, “has not only grown great- 
ly in volume, but has increased 
its importance as a segment of 
the construction industry, In 
April of 1946, just after the War, 
construction awards for school 
and college buildings accounted 
for only four per cent of non- 
residential contract awards and 
one per cent of total construc- 
tion awards. By April of last 
year, they accounted for 20 per 
cent of non-residential and eight 
per cent of total construction 
awards. In the year since then, 
school and college buildings 
climbed to.26 per cent of non- 
residential and nine per cent of 
total construction awards. 

“Contract awards for school 
and college buildings have grown 
from a mere $9 million in April 
of 1946 to $156 million in April 
of this year. The growth has 
been steady, with an fncrease 
recorded in every April except 
one since 1946. (Because of the 
sharp seasonal movements in 
construction, camparisons with 
the corresponding month of ear- 
lier years are used here as the 
most meaningful indication. of 
the trend.) ' 

Increase to Continue. 

“This trend in school con- 
struction toward both absolute 
and relative growth may be ex- 
pected to continue. The Census 
Bureau estimates that the num- 
ber of children in every elemen- 
tary and high school grade will 
continue to increase each year 
at least until 1960, and that 
total enrollment will increase at 
least until 1965. 


“Peak growth now is in the 
elementary grades, but as time 
passes the squeeze will be felt 
more in the higher grades and 
in college. Continued high levels 
of construction will be neces- 
sary not only to meet the needs 
of growing nunfbers of students 
but also to replace school build- 
ings which become obsolete or 
unusable. . 

“During 1953, Dodge Reports 
indicated a total of $1,556,552,- 
000 in contract awards for 
‘school and college construction 
in the 37 eastern states. This 
was by far the highest annual 
total on record, amounting to a 
doubling of the outlay in the

HE POPULATION OF MISSOURI is an extremely diverse mix- 
ture of European stocks. First nt ers were the 
French, who began to arrive shortly after the start of the 
eighteenth century.

Through intensive pursuit of 
his hobby he becomes a historian and an authority 
on some type of firearm that particularly appeals 
to him. He may, for example, collect and study 
Colt revolvers, or sixteenth century Italian arms, or 
Confederate muskets, or weapon oddities. But his 
specialty does not preclude his interest in antique 
arms generally. 
It is prohibitively expensive in time and money 
for an individual to cover the entire field in collect- 
ing both arms and information. To meet this prob- 
lem and share their mutual interest, a small group 
of zealots among the country’s many firearm en- 
thusiasts organized the American Society of Arms 
Collectors at a meeting in St. Louis last fall. Last 
weekend they met here again to inspect prize items 
from each other’s collections, exchange informa- 
tion, hear reports on research projects and discuss 
their hobby. 
Because the society is limited to advanced 
collectors, membership is by invitation only; it now 
numbers 64 members whose occupations range 
from filling station attendant to banker. Their indi- 
vidual holdings range from a few pieces worth 
only a few hundred dollars to comprehensive col- 
lections valued at upwards of $100,000.

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CABLE REVOLT 


San Franciscans Make Sentimental Last 
Stand as an Old Car Line Fades Away 


Cable car fans cluster on the roof, inside and 
around the last car to make the run on the Hyde- 
Jones-O’Farrell line. As the car started its last trip 
up the steep Hyde street hill, someone disengaged 
the cable. Repairs were soon made, and the crowd 
accompanied the car up the slope, some riding, 
some pushing. The city’s Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, at a tumultuous, shouting meeting in January, 
voted to scrap about half of the eight miles of 
cable car lines that then remained. 


AN FRANCISCO'S cable cars,- unique in the United 
States, are yielding to more modern forms of trans- 
portation, and many San Franciscans are unhappy 

about it. Advocates of the bell-clanging, hill - climbing 
street railways have been putting up a strong fight to 
save them. eir resistance to change has not always 
been too effective, but on occasion when argument has 
failed, they have undertaken more direct action. As 
they did last Sunday when one portion of the system 
was scrapped. : 

When the last car ed the last run on the Hyde- 
Jones-O’Farrell line and crewmen tried to put it into the 
car barn, they found an automobile blocking the tracks 
—by accident, of course. The crewmen pushed the auto 
out of the way. Thereupon the cable car fans ganged 
up, pushed the cable car a block down the street. the 
demonstration was finally ended when police intervened, 
and the car was pushed into the barn. 

The history of San Francisco's cable car lines goes 
back 76 years. The cableways have hung on because 
of the belief that they were best for the city’s steep hills, 
and because of their strong sentimental hold on the com- 
munity. A few years ago a citizens’ committee man- 
aged to get a provision for one line written in the city 
charter by a 166,989 to 51,547 vote.

In the Pentagon, a colonel pieced together the first 
flashes: “Estimated 40 unidentified planes .: . bomber 
type . . . passing over Maine . . . moving southwest toward 
Washington, D.C.” The colonel rushed the messages to 
his superior, then bolted out the Pentagon's river entrance 
and with a screech of rubber took off for home. There 
he hustled his family into the basement and waited. 

Meanwhile, jet fighters were roaring to the attack from 
air bases in Maine, New Hampshire and Massachusetts. 
Twenty minutes later they were ordered back. The “hot 
wire” telephone hookup between the Pentagon and the 
White House jangled again. 

It had been a false alarm, the Pentagon reported. Some- 
body had got his wires crossed. The 40 “bombers” turned 
out to be nine harmless Canadian cargo planes on a 
routine flight over Victoria, B. C.—on the opposite side of 
. the continent from Maine. | 

But suppose it had been the real thing? The Air Force 
admits enemy bombers could penetrate our air defenses, 
that one or two might get through to Washington. It 
wouldn't take many atomic bombs (and only one good- 
sized hydrogen bomb) to lift the city off the map and 
sprinkle it back on earth in the form of radioactive ash. 
Could the nation’s top leaders be wiped out in one blind- 
ing flash? Would the control center, the focal point of our 
defense system, be destroyed?

If the White House ls Bombed 


Two secret rooms, deep under Washington, will become nerve centers of our defense 


by Jack Anderson & Fred Blumenthal 


The answers lie, in part, deep in underground rooms 
—ane on each side of the Potomac River. One is the most 
secret room in America, the President’s bomb cellar and 
emergency headquarters. It can be reached by under- 
ground passageway from the White House, though the 
exact location is top secret. The other is the heart of our 
air defense system, the Air Force Command Post, located 
several landings beneath the Pentagon. 

The President’s subterranean shelter is encased in four 
feet of solid concrete, reinforced with steel. It is the 
world’s most secure shelter, surpassing even Hitler's 
famous bunker—which had less formidable architecture. 
Der Fuehrer also had trouble with the entrance. It was 
so steep and narrow that, after an air raid, it would get 
clogged with fallen debris, trapping him inside until 
somebody came along with a shovel. The White House 
engineers, forewarned, designed the President's retreat 
with a sloping entrance and an extra exit. 

Though its measurements are a modest 100 by 50 feet, 
the shelter is equipped with its own heating system, power 
plant, communications network and water supply. Most 
important, the communications room is kept up to date 
with the latest secret signal devices, including a “special 
security” telephone system and a complex radio network, 


always ready to flash emergency orders to the nation. All 


facilities are completely independent of the city over- 
head. Should surface Washington ever be demolished, its 
heart could keep on beating below ground. 

The Presidential dugout is not furnished for plush 
living. The President and his aides would sleep on metal 
cots, sit on straight chairs, work at plain wooden tables. 


Simple meals would be prepared in a tiny kitchen, There 
is also a bathroom and showers. The shelter is kept 
stocked with enough food, medicine and office supplies to 
last 20 people for two weeks. No list of 20 has been drawn 
up, but the President would be expected to take his 
immediate family and key assistants. 

As a further safeguard, the White House police and 
the Secret Service today get training in “A-B-C War”— 
atomic, bacteriological and chemical. 3 

Built shortly after Pearl Harbor, the White House 
shelter is built with special ramps designed to accommo- 
date the late President Roosevelt's wheelchair. But there 
are, new fixtures that were added after Roosevelt’s day. 
A special ventilating system filters out radioactive par- 
ticles. Geiger counters are included in the equipment. 


The Air Force’s Brain Center 


CROSS THE Potomac at the same underground level, 
the Air Force Command Post also is built of solid 
cement with heavy steel doors that swing shut and 
seal it like a vault. Screaming red signs warn that the 
area is “Restricted,” and pistol-packing guards stand at 
the entrances. Before a visitor is admitted, his credentials 
are scrutinized through a slot with a one-way view. 
This deep-burrowed headquarters is the brain center 
of our high-flying Air Force. A bank of telephones plugs 
into “hot lines,” connecting directly to air units through- 
out the world. The operations officer can start bomber 
and fighter engines turning at bases in the Far East or 
along the Iron Curtain simply by picking up the phone 
and barking the right code word into it. . 
Like the White House shelter, the Command Post is 
self-sufficient, with its own facilities and separate Com- 
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munications. It is manned day and night by a full crew, 
commanded at all times by a general officer. 

This duty rotates among the top Air Force generals, 
who are thoroughly familiar with the emergency pro- 
cedure in case of enemy approach. The duty officer sleeps 
in a tiny bedroom inside the Post, and the crew has 
orders to wake him at the first report of a suspicious 
radar blip. He, in turn, keeps a secret list of top Govern- 
ment officials who are to be notified, depending on the 
seriousness of the emergency. In the case of a red alert, 
the White House is the first to be warned. This has hap- 
pened only once since World War II. 

The man who organized the Command Post and runs 
Air Force Operations is a cool, quiet-shuffling Texan with 
sad, brooding eyes—Maj. Gen. Roger Ramey. He is still 
embarrassed about the August, 1950, false alert which 
gave the White House a 20-minute case of nerves. 

“We got our wires mixed up,” General Ramey told 
PARADE. “But we have improved the system, so it 
shouldn’t happen again. We can’t let ourselves be spooked 
to death. Next time we push the panic button it will be 
a genuine emergency.” 

There have been other false scares, but Ramey’s boys 
have quickly checked them out. The one that came 


closest to ruffling the General’s composure was a double - 


alarm in July, 1951. Simultaneous messages clattered into 
the Command Post, reporting unidentified planes ap- 
proaching Labrador on the East,Coast, Alaska on the 
West Coast. 

This sounded ominous. If Russia ever launches an air 
assault against the United States, it is expected to come 
across the northern polar wastes, hitting several points at 
once. White-lipped, Ramey ordered the jets on the nearest 
fighter fields to scramble. “Have them go up and take 
a look,” he barked. 

When the reports came in, 
the Labrador flight turned out 
to be a group of U.S. B-29s, ro- desea, 
tating home from Europe off Pocopar ~ * 
schedule. The Alaskan flight ie. PE cae 
mysteriously vanished out to sea. | 

“I guess they were Russian 
reconnaissance planes,” says 
Ramey. 

Another report that caused 
some excitement inside the Pen- 
tagon was an urgent cable from 
India that was processed 
through the Army message 


center on Thanksgiving Day, rose Post tea gy 
1950. The cable read: “Alert hours a day, can hold 50 people. 


all U.S. cities. They are due to 
‘be bombed within 24 hours.” 

The name of the man who signed it, however, didn’t fit 
any of our officials in India. A hasty double-check was 
made. The cable was traced to an American tourist who 
had been over-celebrating Thanksgiving. 

Then there are the flying-saucer reports. The best one, 
General Ramey recalls, came from a woman in northeast 
Washington. She complained that a flying saucer was 
hovering outside her bathroom window, and the mystest- 
ous occupants were watching her take a bath. 

But not all the reports are false alarms. Each year our 
radar net picks up 10 to 12 unidentified planes. The only 
Soviet plane ever physically sighted was a bomber that 
ventured over the Aleutians last year. A jet fighter, sent 
up to investigate, chased it away. But, if the Russians 
ever trespass too far, the Air Force will act. A code word, 
spoken over the “hot line” from the Command Post in 
Washington to the Strategic Air Command in Omaha, 
will light the fuse under Moscow. 

And at the same moment, the doors of the other secret 
underground room will open to provide a haven of safety 
for the President—the man who must direct the course of 
the nation in that crucial hour. «

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ELL, 1 could have been worse,” says 
Orla (Bunt) Bishop, a tanned, wiry man 
in a baseball cap. “The witid blew the 
dirt away, but we didn't lose everything. 
We've still got the mortgage.” 

Down in the southeastern corner of Colorado, 
where the state nestles against its fellow drought-and- 
dust victims—Kansas, New Mexico, Oklahoma—you 
hear this wry joke often. Corny it may be, but the 
amazing thing is that the wheat farmers of Baca 
County can joke at all. 

First came drought—three straight years of it. Then 
wind—at up to 82 miles an hour. And then dust— 
tons and tons of it. 

Now nature's one-two-three punch has led the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to certify Baca and six 
other Colorado counties “drought disaster areas.” 
Seven more qualified for special disaster emergency, 
funds. 

Even though you're miles from Baca County, you 
may feel the effects of the “dusters.” Smaller crops 
mean higher food prices. And farmers have less money 
to buy the goods the rest of the nation produces. 

And the situation in the Dust Bowl of 1954 prob- 
ably will get worse before it gets better. 

But only a few of the fainthearted are giving up. 
The rest of the farmers in the Baca County “Bread 
Basket” are sticking tenaciously to their land, trying 
every conservation method they know to keep the soil

fighting drought and wind. But only a handful are quitting 


they have nursed and pampered for years anchored 
firmly in place. 

Bunt Bishop is one of them. Just since the first of 
the year, he figures, he’s lost somewhere around 
$12,000. His wheat crop, just poking out of the 
ground, was whisked away in the first big wind. He 
tried to plant twice more and later winds ripped out 
those crops, too. That’s an $8,000 loss. 

Last summer’s drought dried up the broom corn. 
About 120 acres of sorghums, feed and maize, worth 
about $2,200, went the same way. Harvested in the 
fall, it was to last through this summer to be fed to 
livestock. Bishop sold 26 head of cattle because of a 
lack of feed. Several ‘hundred dollars went into new 
fences, several hundred more into overhauling equip- 
ment clogged by flour-like dust. 


Losses Keep Building Up 


ND THE figure of $12,000 doesn’t include losses 
A for last year, or the year before. In 1952, Colo- 
rado farmers lost $10 million because of drought. 

"In 1953, they lost $12 million. 

This was to have been the big year for Baca County. 
For the first time in four years, the subsoil on which 
“dry farmers” like Bunt Bishop depend was rich in 
moisture. A healthy snow cover lay on the fields. The 
winter-wheat crop was just starting to nose through. 

On Feb. 18, things looked promising. The next 
day Baca County lay shattered. — | 

“It came up real sudden,” says Bishop. “ "Way off 


to the west, you could see these black, rolling clouds. 
It looked like just another storm. Then it was on us, 
just like someone turned the lights out. It was that 
black. I tried to walk from the house to the barn 
and got lost on the way.” 

For 20 hours the wind howled, sometimes as high 
as 82 miles an hour. It tore at everything, drove dust 
under doors and windows, into the exhaust pipes of 
tractors. “That wind blowed stuff you'd-a thought was 
unblowable,” says neighbor Lawrence Schrepel. 

The next day, Bishop looked over his land. Gone 
were the snow cover, the wheat crop and the topsoil. 
In their places were drifts and mounds of fine, sandy 
soil. You had to scrape to find out what was the road 
and what was field. 

Baca County farmers are used to wind. To cope with 
it, they “tie down” the soil with stubble, or “chisel 
and list”—a plowing process which turns heavier sub- 
soil over on top of sandy topsoil. But the “big blow” 
ripped out all these defenses. Worse, it magnified the 
damage later winds have done. 

“One day the weather looks so nice and pleasant 
you just feel you got to go out and get started,” Bishop 
says. “The next day a little duster blows up and you're 
back where you were.” 

By local definition, “a little duster” is clocked at 
about 40 miles an hour. Every little breeze sweeps up 
new clouds of dust—“seven times as fine as talcum 
powder,” they say around Walsh—and dashes them 
off to the east. With the land already chopped up by 
the “big blow,” later winds find easy pickings. 

And the dust goes everywhere. “After one storm,” 
says Bishop’s wife, Lucy, “I swept up the dust in the 
living room and weighed it. It weighed 812 pounds. 
You can’t get it with a vacuum sweeper. You've got 
to use a broom first.” 

As soon as you get the dust swept away from one 
storm, another pops up. Like many other housewives, 
Lucy closes off the cracks around the windows with 
masking tape when she sees a storm coming. Some 
wives have had the windows caulked—but the heat 
becomes unbearable. 

There's just one dust-free place in the house: the 
refrigerator. That's where Lucy keeps her freshly 
washed clothes, ironing each piece as it’s needed. 

Life in the Dust Bow! means. taking in the belt a 
few notches, but working just as hard. For Bishop's 
six children—Virginia, 17; Jean, 15; Janice, 13; Shir- 
ley, 11 and the twins, Donald and Donna May, 7— 
it meant giving up their 4-H Club project cows. Bishop 
kept only six cows for milk. Even for those he has 
had to buy feed. © 

And the kids have new duties. Janice, for instance, 
must mop off the cattle’s faces to keep dust from col- 
lecting in their eyes and forming “mudballs.” The 
twins are cautioned to be more careful than ever in 
collecting eggs—a smashed egg is a luxury the Bishops 
can’t afford these days. . 

For Bunt, work is doubled. Hard-packed dust, 
drifted against fences, made them useless. They had 
to be replaced with new fences paralleling the old 
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SIGNS like this mark Dust Bowl farms 
owners have given up. Potential buyers are few. 


. ones. Then there's the task of “chiseling and listing.” 


After every windstorm, the prairie fields must be 
turned over again. With other farmers, Bunt tours the 
area to make sure everyone is “chiseling and listing.” 
Wind-bliown soil from one farmer’s land can ruin the 
lands of his more careful neighbors. Only a small 
handful aren’t complying. 

Not only farmers are hurt by the blinding, gagging 
dust. Here in Walsh, the streets are deserted. No one 
has money to spend. Saturday nights in town aren’t 
like the lush days of 1947 and 1948, when Baca 
County was the richest agricultural county, per capita, 
in the U.S. Now farmers guard their money closely, 
make only a few necessary purchases. 

“Things are tough,” says tractor salesman Wilbur

Adams. “Nobody’s got any money to buy. Townsfolk 
suffer when the farmer suffers. The farmers do better 
farming now, have better implements, but there's still 
no way to keep that wind from blowing.” 

Shopkeepers in town are extending as much credit 
as they can. “I've got all last year’s profits on the 
books,” says jeweler Franklin Rhodes of nearby 
Springfield 


Because their welfare is so closely tied to that of 
the farmers, townsfolk make frequent trips into the 
farmlands to reassure themselves that. farmers are 
doing their best to keep the soil tied down. Fay Crisp, 
who runs the Walsh grain elevator, says: “They're 
really trying everything. I've got to hand it to them!” 

Just what are the farmers doing to prevent a repeat 
of the great Dust Bowl of the Thirties?

OST OF THE Dust Bowl farmers 
faithfully chisel and list, as the 
Department of Agriculture pre- 

scribes. But the procedure costs money 
—close to $50 a day, the farmers figure. 
Under disaster aid, they draw 30 cents 
an acre to pay part of the cost. 

One sure-fire way to hold the soil 
in place is to raise weeds. But Bunt 
Bishop demands, “How can a farmer 
pay taxes and make a living just by 
growing weeds?” 

The old war between ranchers and 

sodbusters is flaring up again in the 
wake of drought and dust. Many 
ranchers think farmers over-cultivated 
the land during the lush wheat years, 
and want it returned to pasture. 
- Bunt and his fellow farmers oppose 
the idea because their land is worth 
$50 an acre as a farm, $10 as pasture; 
and because it would cost them at least 
$20 an acre to put a grass cover on 
their land. Bunt actually tried this on 
part of his land three years in a row, 
but still couldn't keep the soil down. 
Anyway, farmers say, over-grazed cat- 
tle lands are blowing, too. 

The Dust Bow] also is seething about 
what are called “suitcase farmers”— 
absentee farmers who bought aban- 
doned farms in the Thirties. In the lush 
years, they cashed in. In poor years, 
they “just let ‘em blow.” 

“Just an Act of God” is the way 
Baca County farmers describe the dust 
problem. Having learned a lesson in 
the storms of the Thirties, most of them 
now practice scientific farming: diversi- 
fied crops, fallowing of the land, con- 
touring, soil conservation. 

But even the most progressive, like 
Bunt Bishop — whom County Agent 
Chester Fithian calls “one of the most 
modern farmers in Baca County”—have 
been hit hard. 


A last resort is irrigation. Experts 
say that won't work,in dry-farming 
Baca County, which has only 2,900 
irrigated acres out of some 800,000 
under cultivation. “But,” says Cecil 
Silvey, a farmer who paid $3,500 for a 
well to water 60 acres of feed crop, 
“the experts aren't desperate like we 
are.” 

With all chances for this year’s crop 
gone, most farmers are simply trying 
to find ways to hang on until next year. 
Lucy Bishop, for instance, is adding 
to her family’s income by embroider- 
ing pillow covers. She also plans to 
take a job as a nurse’s aide. 

Other farmers are relying on crop 
insurance (they get $8.30 an acre on a 
$2.08-an-acre premium), the possibil- 
ity of Government aid (bills now being 


. debated would give $1 an acre for 


conservation practices) or extended 
credit from banks (the maximum for 
loans to farmers has recently been in- 
creased to $25,000). 


The Danger of Rain

OON AFTER VITAMIN B-12 was discov- 

ered in 1948, doctors suspected 

they had something “hot.” They 
were right. . 

First, B-12 was used with striking suc- 
cess against the mysterious blood disease, 
pernicious anemia. Then, as a feed sup- 
plement, it helped pigs and chickens grow 
fatter faster. 

Now, a team of researchers here re- 
ports that the “grandfather of vitamins,” 
which once cost a million dollars a gram, 
can combat a disorder affecting perhaps 
one out of three children in elementary 
and junior high school (from about age 
5 through 14). 

Doctors call the disorder “growth fail-. 


ure.” That doesn’t mean that a child has — . 


failed to grow, is too thin or too fat. It 
simply means that his physique has failed 
to develop the way it should, at the rate 
it should. 

In addition, some children in growth 


failure tend to be fatigued and perform 


poorly in the classroom and on the 
athletic field. 

Realizing all that, Dr. Norman C. 
Wetzel, a Cleveland pediatrician and 
authority on nutrition, decided to find out 
if B-12 could correct growth failure.

Says Manuel E. Kuechle, director of 
health and physical education in the 
Shaker Heights schools: “There was im- 
provement in some children who had 
shown listlessness and maladjustment. 
Some children showed improvement in 
their physical education — showing less 
fatigue, greater interest and better skill 


of performance and endurance.” 


“Many of them were quite different 
children,” says William Slade, Jr., Shaker 
Heights superintendent of schools. 

However, the researchers stress that, 
among some of the children who partici- 
pated in the B-12 test, there was no im- 
provement along these lines. 

Findings of the Shaker Heights study 
are described in a scientific paper which 
appeared in The Journal of Clinical Nu- 
trition. The paper was written by Dr. 
Wetzel, Kuechle and Drs. Howard H. 
Hopwood, of the Shaker Heights depart- 
ment of school health services, and 
Robert M. Grueninger, professor of phy- 
sical education, Western Reserve Univ. 

They point out that the most obvious 
reactions to taking B-12 were noted by 
doctors, nurses and teachers in the class-

It can “jack up” 
protein utilization in a child’s body and 
make his body’s engine operate more 
smoothly in the vital “growth years.” 
This finding may prove of great bene- 
fit to children in the future. 


it’s Hard to Spot 


URIOUSLY, GROWTH failure cannot be 

observed by the naked eye. It's a 

very subtle process that may be 
taking place in an apparently normal 
child’s body. 

Specifically, it shows up in body-build 
shortcomings, decreased physical vigor 
and a slowed rate of all growth and de- 
velopment. Fatigue and listlessness often 
accompany these indications. 

Because growth failure cannot be ob- 
served in most cases or spotted in rou- 
tine medical records, Dr. Wetzel de- 
veloped a system to detect it. In the past

The two Piersalls: ‘Eccentric’ in 1952, he’s quiet 


HE PIERSALL of 1954 is a sober, serious, dedicated young 

man. “I’ve learned,” he says, “that my misfortune was 

the best thing that ever happened to me. I’ve found 
that fans.can be friends—that you don’t have to be alone. 
It’s a different world.” 

Behind his inspiring recovery were many people who 
never gave up on him—his wife, a former nurse; his 70-year- 
old parents in Waterbury, Conn.; the Red Sox management, 
which still regarded him as a brilliant prospect; and thou- 
sands of fans, who sent letters of encouragement. 

It was a long road back. Jim spent several months in 
hospitals. Before the 1953 season the Sox took him to Florida 
for a special five-month reconditioning program. The treat- 
ments paid off. Last year, he hit .272 and was the talk of 
the league with his circus outfielding. 

Piersall says he remembers very little of the dark days of 
1952. But Red Sox officials do.’ No one suspected Piersall 
was anything more than a buffoon then. 


He Upset Satchel Paige 


T FIRST, they even thought his bizarre behavior might be 
A an asset. One day in Boston, he faced the venerable 
Satchel Paige with the Sox four runs behind. He 
shouted to Paige, “I’m going to bunt!” He did, too—and beat 
it out for a hit. He cut up so much on the bases that Paige 
became rattled, gave up six runs and the ball game. 
When the Red Sox finally decided to send Piersall to Bir- 
mingham, he delivered a sobbing farewell oration to a crowd 


at the airport. Nor could they handle him in Birmingham. 
One day he did calisthenics at home plate while his manager 
argued with the umpire. Another day, he squirted the plate 
with a water pistol. Then he climbed on the dugout roof to 
bow to the grandstands. 

The last straw was the day he refused to play right field. 
He stood a few feet behind the second baseman until his 
pitcher, in desperation, threw the ball at him. Piersall re- 
taliated by kicking it around Jike a soccer ball. Finally he 
was bounced from the game. 

One thing Piersall does remember from the 1952 season: 
how to play shortstop. The Red Sox tried to make him over 
into an infielder that year, and doctors said later that the 
strain of trying to make good at an unfamiliar position con- 
tributed to his breakdown. 

But he learned the infielder’s crouch—which, baseball men 
say, is the secret of his remarkable fielding. He gets several 
extra steps that way, so that he can play an extremely shallow 
right field—almost as a fifth infielder. 

One inning against the Indians last year stands out as one 
of the finest displays of defensive play in baseball. Piersall 
came in behind the second baseman to catch a pop fly by 
Al Rosen, the Cleveland slugger, and trap a man off first 
base. On the next play—with the Indians two runs behind, 
two out and two men on base—he leaped into the stands to 
catch a pinch hitter’s line drive and end the game. 

The change to shortstop was not the only reason Piersall 
cracked and began clowning to release emotional stress: His

breakdown actually had been building up for some years. 

The only son of John Piersall, he had been trained for a 
major-league career by his father, a former sandlot player, 
from the time he was able to toddle. Each night when his 
father came home from work—he was a housepainter then— 
he’d.coach Jim in catching and throwing a baseball. 

“He broke my kitchen window 13 times,” Jim’s mother 
says proudly. 

At Leavenworth High School in Waterbury, he was a 
baseball and basketball star and was set to attend Duke 
University when his father suffered a heart attack. That 
meant the 17-year-old son had to support the family. He 
got up at five in the morning to go to work at the Interna- 
tional Silver Co. He played semi-pro ball for the company 
team on week ends. He worked digging ditches, as a butcher’s 
helper, in a filling station. In 1948, the Red Sox signed him 
and sent him to Scranton in the Eastern League. 

There he met and married his wife, Mary. They now have 
three children, and a fourth is expected. 

When he reached the Sox, Jim was still struggling. He 
was supporting his parents, a wife and two children, and he 
was in his first big-league season at a strange position. It 
was no wonder he broke down. 


His Fan Mail 


E RECEIVES some of the strangest fan mail in baseball. 
Many letters come from patients with the same con- 
dition he had. “I answer them all,” Piersall says. 

“When they write they have butterflies in the stomach, I 
tell them you get butterflies out swimming, too, but you don’t 
quit or you'll drown.” 

Jim hasn't been able to change his intense, spirited style 
of play. “He's a hard man to relax,” says the team’s trainer, 
Jack Fadden. “He's always tensing up on you. So I talk 
about his children, his parents, his wonderful plays. Then 
you can feel the muscles ease up.” 

Piersall’s parents remain his No. 1 fans. His father, often 
bedded by his weak heart, listens to every Boston game on 
the radio. His mother’s devotion defies two spinal discs and 
an ailing knee. 

“One day,” says Mr. Piersall, “she wasn’t feeling well and 
told me she was going to Danbury for some attention. I'm 
listening to the Red Sox-Yankee game when I hear the 
announcer say my missus is at the game!” .

World’s 
Oldest 
Slide 


Granite slab high in the Andes 


is a little boy’s playground 


CUZCO, PERU. 

HE PHOTOGRAPHS On these pages 

show what is probably the world’s 

oldest “chute-the-chute.” It is lo- 

cated high in the Andes, 70 miles north 

of this onetime capital of the Inca 
Empire. 

The slide is a tilted slab of granite. 
Along its center runs a shallow trough, 
worn smooth by the heels of youngsters 
who tobogganed down it 400 and more 
years ago. Today, a little Peruvian boy 
has it all to himself. 

He is the son of the caretaker of the 
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Gnome-like in his poncho, a 


fabulous ruins of Machu Picchu, last 
stronghold of the Incas. 

After the Spaniards had overrun the 
Inca domain, so one story goes, the last 
chieftain led a revolt. It failed. Then the 
Inca, his family, the tribal priests and 
the Virgins of the Sun vanished among 
the peaks. It is believed they took refuge 
in this stronghold among the clouds. 

For nearly 400 years, the Andes kept 
the secret of Machu Picchu; nobody 
knew it existed. But in 1911, Prof. 
Hiram Bingham, heading Yale Uni- 
versity’s Peruvian expedition, came 
upon the long-lost city. 

It was built of polished granite 
blocks, some weighing 20 tons. There 
were stone terraces, roofless houses, 
great swimming pools, fountains, tem- 
ples. At the top of one of the more 
than 100 stone staircases, Bingham 
came upon a sun dial, carved into the 
living rock. This was the Inti-huatana, 
“the hitching post of the sun,” where 
Inca scholars charted the sun’s course 
long before such astronomical phe- 
nomena were well understood in Eu- 
Here, 2,000 feet above the roaring 
Urubamba River—one of the sources 
of the mighty Amazon—the remnants of 
a proud race held court and worshipped 
their sun gods. 

And here, today, a little Peruvian 
boy squats and—like the Inca children 
from whom he may well be descended 
—whooshes down the granite slide. &

Here’s a fast way to interview at least some celebrities: 


with the then Prince of Wales aboard 

H.M.S. Renown, when I was playing 
hookey from high school and he was busy 
falling off horses, I'd estimate I’ve inter- 
viewed more than 5,000 personalities. Some 
of the most interesting interviews took place 
by telephone. 

For example, I spent six hours trying to 
get Korean President Syngman Rhee on the 
wire. When the connection was finally put 
through, at 7 a.m. our time, I understood 
perfectly everything he said, but he kept 
repeating, “Il can't hear you, I can’t hear 
you.” Korean Ambassador to the U.N. Ben 
Limb later explained. Though Korea was a 
proving ground for every modern instru- 
ment of destruction, Rhee still depends on 
one of those old goose-neck telephone in- 
struments—and.if you've ever used one, you 
know it creates its own unfavorable atmos- 
pheric conditions! 

On another occasion, I tried to break 
through the Argentine “iron curtain” and 
check with President Juan Peron concerning 
the condition of his dying wife Evita. I got 
as far as the Minister of Internal Affairs, 
who was very gracious until I identified my- 
self as a commentator for NBC. At that 
point there was a click, a dead ‘phone and a 
female operator apologizing for “mechan- 
ical difficulties.” 


Truman is Easier 


ER PRESIDENT TRUMAN is one of 
the easiest international figures to find 
by ‘phone. When at home, he invariably 

responds to the jingle himself. Once, I called 
to ask whether certain rumors I'd heard 
were true. He denied each categorically, 
then admitted he didn’t mind what false 
rumor was published about him. “They'd 
have to say something awfully mean about 
me to say something new,” he quipped. 
New York’s Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
shares that philosophy. Dewey's jousts with 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner and his New York 
City administration have been pretty bitter. 
Frequently some official would attack the 
Governor via an afternoon television show 
and then, a few hours later, greet him at a 
public function with, “I hope you didn’t 
mind what I said about you, Governor. Had 
to twist it a bit. You know-—politics!” 
“Actually,” Dewey told me, “I don't re-

member anything said by any Democratic 
politician in New York City since a year ago 
January first that was true. Some of it was 
partially true. However,” he smiled, “it isn’t 
personal!” 

Once, when everybody thought that 
Frank and Ava Sinatra were enjoying a 
marital armistice, I got a report that “they're 
at it again.” I called Frank’s house in Bev- 
erly Hills, Ava answered, we chatted a few 
moments and then I heard her say, “Darling, 
Hy Gardner’s on the ‘phone, he wants to ask 
you a question.” By that time the tenor of 
the conversation itself answered the ques- 
tion. 

Another time, it looked as though Aly 
Khan and Rita Hayworth would try to get 
together for the ’steenth time. The interna- 
tional operator hedge-hopped all over 
France with her little brass plugs and finally 
caught up with the Prince at a bar in Can- 
nes. He graciously admitted he was planning 
a visit to the States, gave me the date, 
wouldn't discuss his private life but did say, 
“Thank you,” after | wished him well with 
the reconciliation. 

Twenty minutes later I put a call through 
to the Columbia Studios in Hollywood 
where Miss Hayworth answered the ‘phone 
herself. She was affable enough until I said 
I'd just spoken with her estranged spouse; 
then there was silence and another voice 
came on. “This is Miss Hayworth’s secre- 
tary,” it said. “Miss Hayworth isn’t here 
now. Would you care to leave a message?” 

“My message,” I said, “is that if 1 wasn’t 
talking with Rita a minute ago—you're not a 
secretary, you're a ventriloquist!” Many 
months later, when Rita and Dick Haymes 
were keeping quiet company, I cornered the 
pair at Danny’s Hideaway in New York. 
Miss Hayworth smiled prettily and admitted 
her secretary was not a ventriloquist. 

Telephone interviews won't always work. 
Though Ernest Hemingway will spend hours 
chatting with you in person, he-doesn’t go 
for the ‘phone bit. Red Skelton is similarly 
reticent about gabbing over a wire: Groucho 
Marx is inclined to clam up unless he can 
look you square in the face when he talks 
with you. 

On the other hand, Joan Crawford, Tallu- 
lah Bankhead, Alben Barkley, Justice Tom 
Clark, Harold Stassen, Fred Allen, Perry 
Como, Rocky Marciano and Bob — are 
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just as verbose by telephone as they are 
across a dinner table. 

One of the toughest people to interview 
by any means is Clark Gable. I once caught 
him by surprise by ‘phoning him while he 
was crossing the Atlantic on the S.S. Liberté. 
Unable to say he had just gone out for a 
drive, Gable took the call and became inter- 
ested when I informed him that the Miami 
Beach Hotel where he'd done his, basic train- 
ing as an Air Force officer was tacking a 
brass sign on the door of his former room: 
“Clark Gable Slept Here.” 

Still, if you ever want to spend a quiet 
hour or two, arrange a date with Clark 
Gable and Gary Cooper at the same time. 
You'll be able to recount the entire conver- 
sation on the back of a telegraph blank. 


My $3,000,000 Call 


OSSIBLY THE MOST expensive call on 
record is one I made to comedian 
Charles Chaplin. Because he resented 

answering a question I'd been trying to put 
to him for three months, all he said was, 
“You haveea nerve cahling me. I will not 
talk with you. You will hear from my 
lawyers.” To prove that he was not kidding 
about this, two days later Chaplin sued 
me for $3,000,000! That takes quite a bite 
out of a reporter's salary. 

A more cordial telephone conversation- 
alist is President Fulgencio Batista of Cuba.

How an Animal Finds a Mate 


A new book peeks at the private lives of fireflies, fish and bats 


ANT TO frustrate a firefly? 

- Go to a darkened meadow 
where plenty of fireflies are flick- 
ering about. Single out a male. (in 
flight, the male's light describes a large 
check mark. It is brightest at the low 
point of the dip.) 

Then, exactly two seconds after the 
male’s light dies out, “wink” at him 
with a flashlight. When he signals back, 
“wink” again, making sure it’s exactly 
_two seconds later. 

After 10 or 15 winks, the male will 
be hovering near the flashlight, search- 
ing for the flirting female! 

This trick was foisted on fireflies by 


Lorus J. and Margery J. Milne, two- 


naturalists from the University of New 
Hampshire. Their idea was to prove 
' that the time interval alone was the cue 
that drew the male firefly to the female. 

Not only was the experiment a suc- 
cess (the male spurned all “winks” not 
within one-fifth of a second of the code 
time); the Milnes even were able to 
lure a male with another captured male,

which was prodded to “wink” on sched- 
ule. 

By experiments, they proved that the 
male would respond to any light — no 
matter how big and bright—as long as 
the schedule was followed. 

The Milnes’ trick with fireflies was 
a sample of how man studies the mat- 
ing habits of animals. Now wrapped 
into a book, The Mating Instinct,* their 


. findings provide a fascinating peek into 


private lives in the animal kingdom. 
Research with a Punch 

ORE THAN THAT, their research 
may reshape methods of control- 
ling animal pests — much as a 
study of bird calls recently gave scien- 
tists a system of driving away pesky 


. starlings. And they may determine new 


systems of conservation of dwindling 


The Milnes’ book covers mating in 
animals from the differences between 
sexes (often, even scientists can't tell 
male from female until the animal is 


dissected) to the care of the offspring. 

Actually, some of the information 
in the Milnes’ book has been known for 
centuries, although the discoverers 
didn’t always realize its importance. 
Thus the naturalists quote an old Greek 
jingle, dating back many centuries be- 
fore Christ: 

“Happy the cicadas’ lives _ 

For they have only voiceless wives!” 

One of the mysteries of mating ex- 
plored by the Milnes is how individuals 
of various species recognize each other. 
Here are a few of their observations: 

A female spotted turtle without an 


through life groping for a mate who 
will just fit into his arms. © 

A single female sea urchin will start 
a whole seaful of urchins laying eggs- 

And the male angler fish, once he’s 
found a mate, becomes a parasite and 
lives off her blood stream. 

Like the fireflies, the spotted turtles 


were subjected to a rather dirty trick 
in the interests of science. 

The female has a yellowish head, the 
male a black one. In mating season, 
a male will waddle about investigating 


each shell nearby. Often, if the shell is — 


closed, he'll knock until an inquiring 
head pokes out. If it’s black, he con- 
tinues his quest; if not, he begins court- 
ship. 

Sticks Fool Them 


STICK painted yellow and shoved 
A in the sand is, at first, just as 
attractive to a male as the real 
thing. But a black stick gets no response 
at all. A female who has been cheated 
by Nature and has a head more black 
than yellow never finds a mate, the 
Milnes learned. 

But the animals that choose their 
mate on the basis of appearance alone 
are in the minority. Most are drawn 
together by other senses: sound, smell, 
taste, even touch. 

The scud, for instance, carries the 
female with him, tucked under his body 
and held by some of his legs. When two 
scuds collide, each tries to mate. If both 
are females, each rolls into a bundle 
ready for carrying; when no male seizes 
them, they give up and go on. If both 
are males, each tries to grasp the other; 
after a few minutes of grappling, they 
continue their search. 

A sort of ratio determines their 
choice of partners. A small male can’t 


carry a large female; a small female 


slips from the grasp of a large male. 

Sometimes, the Milnes found, sci- 
ence has been looking in the wrong 
direction for clues to the mating in- 
stinct. The trill of the tree cricket, for 
instance, was always considered a mat- 
ing call. 

But no one could ever discover how 
a female singled out one trill from the 
thousands that filled the nighttime air. 
Then it developed that the female 
doesn’t hear the calls at all—she’s deaf! 
Instead, she follows the trail of a per- 
fume given off by a gland in the male. 

An animal that does find its mate 
strictly by sound is the bat. Male and 
female exchange sweet nothings at a 
pitch nearly four octaves higher than 
the human ear can hear. By these 
sounds, the female is guided to her 
mate’s side in the dark. 

The sea urchin’s trick is taste. When 
a female’s body bécomes so heavy with 
the eggs she is carrying that she can 
no longer move, the shell bursts open 
and the eggs are carried to the surface. 
They tinge the water for hundreds of 
feet around, and other female sea urch- 
ins similarly release their eggs. The 
“flavor” causes the males to release a 
fluid which fertilizes the eggs on the 
surface. 

As every dog owner ici ease ie 
the cue that brings dogs together. Dog 
owners have no trouble telling when 
their female pet is in heat. The female 


odor can easily be distinguished by 
human noses. It not only fills the house 
but carries into the outdoors, so that a 
pack of potential mates is attracted to 
the area. 

At least one burglar is on record as 
romping with his female hound for a 
few minutes before leaving for “work.” 
The odor which clung to his clothes was 
so distracting to male watchdogs that he 
was able to ransack homes without 
being bothered. 

A Long Island duck farmer em- 
ployed the mating “call” of the big 
Luna moth to feed his flock. The fe- 
male exudes a fragrance that the 
human nose cannot detect—but male 
moths can. They follow the trail to the 
female, often hovering about her by 
the dozens. 

The farmer simply trapped a female 
near the duck pens. His flock picked 
off the males as they fluttered around 
her. 

An animal courtship, the Milnes 
found, may last a few minutes, a night 
or a lifetime. The burrowing shrimp 
found off the California coast are mates 
for life. 

They choose their mates in a rather 
hit-or-miss way. Each burrows his own 
tunnel on the bottom of the sea, waiting 
to trap smaller animals that are swept 
in. 

Sometimes, a male’s burrow will in- 
terlace with a female’s. When that hap- 
pens, the two mate and construct a 
joint burrow, spending the rest of their 
lives together. 

More of a philanderer is the damsel 
fly. As a loyal mate, it’s his duty to hold 
the female by the legs while she dips, 
tail first, into a brook to lay the eggs. 

But the male damsel fly is weak when 
it comes to the attractions of other 


‘females. If one flits by while his mate 


is laying eggs, he’s apt to release his 
hold and drop his mate to a watery 
death, while he goes frolicking off with

That there are differences of opinion nobody will 
deny. Today, for example, there is growing concern 
in Canada over certain aspects of U.S. culture and the 
U.S. political climate. 

Yet the Canadian is a realist. He recognizes that he 
must welcome outside capital if his country is to con- 
tinue to grow—and particularly if it is to develop the 
mineral wealth buried deep in the undeveloped North- 
land. The logical place for this risk capital to come 
from is the United States. 


Canada, Too, is Anti-Communist 


ANADIANS, AS FIRM supporters of the anti-Soviet 
coalition of free nations, are realistic enough to 
recognize that only the U.S., at the present time, 

is ina position to give this coalition the leadership it 

needs. 

But an increasing number of Canadians are unhappy 
at what they consider an unfortunate lack of good 
manners and sound judgment—on the part of both 
individual Americans and their Government. 

Despite these feelings, Canadians and Americans 
realize that, as neighbors, they can do each other a@ lot 
of good. The American market today accounts for 60 
per cent of Canada’s exports. On the other hand, there 
now is a total of five billion dollars’ worth of U.S. 
Capital invested in Canada. 

In the area of defense, you have only to look at a 
map to realize that Canada—over which Russian 
bombers must pass to hit central U.S. targets—is a 
vital link in any U.S. defense plan. The two nations 


are partners in building and manning a link of radar 


stations across the Canadian Arctic that will give warn- 
‘ing of any enemy attack. Right now, fighter planes of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force—which would have to 
tackle the first wave of any onslaught from that direc-

Three things, then, bind the two nations together: 
1) trade; 2) common problems of North American 
defense; 3) a mutual front against communism. 

In view of these ties, why all the talk of friction? 
A thoughtful answer comes from a Canadian cabinet 
minister. 

“They are skin irritations—on the surface,” he says. 
“You don’t die from them, as you may from cancer, 
but they can cause a lot of trouble.” 


Gouzenko and McCarthy 


EVERAL OF THOSE skin irritations have caused 
trouble—and headlines—in recent months. One 
was the Gouzenko case. Igor Gouzenko is the ex- 

Soviet embassy clerk whose revelations broke the Red 
spy ring in Canada. The Canadian Government de- 
clined a Senate subcommittee’s request to talk to 
Gouzenko, on the ground that the Russian’s informa- 
tion already had been turned over to the FBI. At a 
second request, the Canadian Government yielded— 
but only on condition that the interview be held in 
Canada and that Canada would have the right to blue- 
pencil the testimony before it was made public. 


Another incident came up when two University of | 


Toronto students were barred from the U.S. (under 
the McCarran Act, for Communist sympathies) by a 
Florida immigration officer. The case was cleared up 
in short order as one of mistaken identity. 

A third irritation stems from the McCarthy con- 
troversy. To many Canadians, this whole situation 
hints at a degree of political immaturity in the United 
States. 

There are trade differences, also, on the horizon. 
Says one of Canada’s top corporation lawyers: “If the 
U.S. erects a trade barrier every time one particular 
section in the U.S. gets hurt, Canadian interests are 
not going to like it.” 

Add to that an uneasy feeling among some Chie 
dians that the U.S. may not be up to its job of world 
leadership. Canadians feel their own parliamentary 


--$ystem—with a party leader who must go to the coun- 


try if he loses a key vote—provides a more reasonable, 
stable government than the U.S. system. 

A Canadian historian, Prof. Arthur R. M. Lower, of 
Queen’s University, puts it this way: “It is not that 
the average Canadian disapproves of American leader- 
ship, but he’s scared of what will happen next.” 

The “average Canadian” has a further complaint: 
his standard of living is below that of the average 
American. Basic living costs (food, clothing, shelter) 
now are about the same in both countries. But there's 
a big price spread in manufactured products—cars, re- 

washing machines, TV .sets and the like. 


They all cost more in Canada than they do in the U.S.. 


And the average Canadian earns less than his Amer- 
ican counterpart. 


On a man-tq-man basis, here’s how some representa- 
tive Canadians see Americans: 

A woman executive: “In the States, they say: ‘just 
a minute, honey’—or ‘darling’ or ‘dearic.’ They throw 
terms of endearment around loosely. If they call per- 
fect strangers ‘honey’ and ‘dearie,’ what do they call 
their wives, husbands or sweethearts?” 

A. rector: “Americans as a whole act as if they're 
all taking benzedrine.” 

A telegraph agent: “Americans who come up here 
seem to want to get to know you. Here, French-Cana- 
dians go their way, English-Canadians go theirs. The 
Americans I've found have been friendly. I like ‘em. 
I think they’re very nice.” 

A haberdasher: “As far as clothes go, they dress 
well. But here, in summer, they're on vacation and 
apparently they just don’t care. I wouldn't wear a 
sweatshirt if I visited New York. American women? 
They're well-dressed but they wear slacks too much.” 

A lawyer: “A lot of their character, and part of 
their mentality, are those of children. But they're grow- 
ing up. Unfortunately, they're not ready to be world 
leaders, even though they are—in fact—leaders of the 
world at the present time. Americans strike me as 
being still in the process of formation.” 

Canadians, too, are in a formative stage. They accept 
the idea that theirs is a young country, still in the first 
flush of growth, and that a nation of 15,000,000 must 
make great strides before = can Rope to compete with 
a neighbor 10 times its size. . 

Under the circumstances, relations between Canada 
and the United States.are.as good as you would have 
any right to expect. siete better.

As a boy back in lowa, Paul Gregory used to stage plays 


on his front porch. Now he has practically taken over Broadway 


NEW YORK. 
OU COULD call Paul Gregory the 
best-looking, most successful 
young producer in the U.S. theater 

and you wouldn't be wrong. 

Mr. Gregory is 33 years old. He's 
frequently mistaken for (a) Gregory 
Peck, (b) Tyrone Power. And his pro- 
ductions (Don Juan in Hell, John 
Brown's Body, The Caine Mutiny 
Court Martial, etc.) have grossed some- 
thing over $10,000,000 in five years. 

A non-conformist, Gregory has been 
busy giving the American theater a 

“new look.” He put stars like Charles 

Boyer, Sir Cedric Hardwicke and 

Agnes Moorehead on a bare stage in 

front of reading stands and had them 

read their lines. The public came to see 

a novelty, left singing the praises of 

magnificent theater. When Gregory 

pioneered with Charles Laughton giv- 
ing Bible readings, surprised audiences 
clamored for more. 

Today, Hollywood's big names beg 
Gregory to star them in one of his pro- 
ductions. His road companies go into 
334 cities and towns and often are 
sold out before the tickets are printed. 
(The Broadway advance sale on Caine 
Mutiny, for example, was a fantastic 
$800,000.) 

How did Gregory get started as a 
producer? 

“I always knew that was what I was 
going to be,” he says. “While other kids 
were playing firemen or policemen, I 
was busy dramatizing the Sunday fun- 
nies on our front porch. I used an old 
horse-blanket for a curtain, cereal box 
tops for tickets and I directed, starred 
in and played my guitar for every pro- 
duction.” 


He Began with Newsboys 
IN a Small town near Des 
Moines, lowa, Gregory never 
saw a real play until he was 10. 
But long before that he proved his 
flair for things theatrical. 
He even rounded up his fellow news- 


boys, formed a choir, marched them ~ 


to the local radio station and got them 
a regular Sunday program. 

At school, Gregory was known as a 
determined rebel. One of his, teachers 
said of him: “He'll either be a success 
_OF go to jail!” 

Gregory squeezed in a couple of 
years at Drake University, but he was 
impatient to be part of the theatrical 
world. When he won a movie talent 


~ 


contest, he decided to strike out for 
Hollywood. 

“I had $14 in my pocket when I left 
home,” recalls Gregory, whose income 
last year topped $200,000. “I answered 
an ad for a driver to take a woman and 
her new car to the Coast. I'd never 
driven a car in my life, but I made it!” 

In Hollywood, Gregory was tested 
to play the role of Gregory Peck’s 
brother in a film. Weeks went by, and 
the production didn’t get under way. 

“I had to eat,” he points out, “so I 
became a sada jerk instead of an actor.” 

Atout the only thing he got from 
his brief movie career was a new name. 
An MGM talent scout told him his real 
name—Jayson Burton Lanhart—would 
never fit on a marquee. 

In church one Sunday morning 
Gregory noticed the choir was an ex- 
ceptionally good one. Actor Dennis 
Morgan was one of the soloists. 

“After services, I went to the organ- 
ist and asked if he'd let me put on a 
concert tour with his choir,” says 
Gregory. “He was too surprised to say 


This project led to a job in New 
York with the Music Corporation of 
America. In 1950, Gregory struck out 
on his own. - 

“I saw Charles Laughton on televi- 


telligence—and you'll have to turn peo- 
ple away.” 

Sometimes it’s difficult for Gregory 
to sort out what he’s doing. He has 
plans that take him up to 1957. He's 
working now on his first movie, Night 
of the Hunter. He's also readying a 


Caine Mutiny road company, a show-* 


for dancers Marge and Gower Cham- 
pion, one for Agnes Moorehead, a 
musical for Mary Martin and a Broad- 
way play for Charles Laughton. 

He loves the challenge of building up 
new shows, plotting tours, choosing 
talent. 

“When you have a great artist, you 
have a great diamond on your hands,” 
says Gregory. “You have to handle a 
diamond carefully. The first rule is not 
to talk back to stars—don't upset their 
emotions. Rule two is to keep them 
apart and show no favoritism. If you 
have a big black limousine for one, 
send another limousine just as big and 
black for the other.” a
